CASD student numbers down

The Crawford AuSable School 
District's enrollment for the 201 t- 
12 school year was down by 20 stu- 
dents in a critical count taken for a 
majority of funds schools receive 
from the state. 

Crawford AuSable School 
District Superintendent Joe Powers 
said the fourth Friday count, which 
was taken by school districts on 
Sept. 23, came in at 1,669 students. 
The count, taken in June, was 1,689 
students, Powers said. 

Powers reported the student num- 
bers to the Crawford AuSable 
Schools Board of Education at tts 


regular monthly meeting last week. 

“It was disappointing, but it does 
seem to be the normal trend,” 
Powers said of declining enrofl- 
ment, 

The fourth Friday count is used as 
a base to account for 75 percent of a 
school district’s funding for the 
year. The drop in students for the 
Crawford AuSable School District 
means the school district will 
receives $140,000 less from the 


state. 

Powers said the school district 
will cut the budget over the course 
of the year since the decline in K-12 
students was not concentrated in 
any one grade level. 


“We will try to address the deficit 
throughout the year rather than at 
any one point,” Powers said. 

The decline in school dollars is on 
top of a $1.2 million drop in funds 
the schools received from the state 
for the 201 1-12 school year. 

Currently, Powers said school 
officials are educating voters about 
a Crawford-Oscoda-Ogemaw- 
Roscommon Intermediate School 
District (COOR ISD) special educa- 
lion millage that will be on the Nov. 
8 general clection ballot. 

Voters arc being asked to consider 
the millage increase of $.5852 to a 
total of 1.2181 on each $1,000 of 
taxable valuation in November. 


The total amount generated by the 
1.2181 millage rate would equal 
$3,573,411, an increase of 
$1,716,739. If approved, the aver- 
age funds per special education stu- 
dent would be $2,521, an increase 
of approximately $1,000 from 
where it is currently. 

In May, Crawford County voters 
passed the special education mill- 
age, which voters are now being 
asked to reconsider, by a 488 yes to 
416 no vote. The millage in the 
ISD's four-county service area, 
however, was defeated by a 4,684 
no to 2,878 yes vote. 

The millage was also supported

County commissioner 
seeks to cap board benefits

Although a plan to cap 
salary and health care bene- 
fits for Crawford County 
Commissions was rejected 
by a majority of the board, a 
study is sulf underway to 
determine what officials 
from like size counties are 
being paid. 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 


man of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners, proposed 


to cap the amount a single 
commissioner receives. 
Under his proposal, a coun- 
ty commissioner could only 
receive $11,000 in pay and 
health care benefits and the 
chairman of the board 
would receive $12,000 in 
pay and health care benefits. 

Currently, county com- 
missioners receive $8,631 
to serve on the board and 
the chairman receives 
$9,345. Health care benefit 
packages budgeted for the 
2011-12 fiscal year, which 
started on Oct. IL, cost 
$6,400 for a single person 
and $14,000 for a couple. 
Health care coverage for a 
family is even higher, bul no 
commissioner on the board 


accepts a family health care 
plan. 

Stephenson proposed the 
idea to the board earlier this 
month so potential candi- 
dates running in 2013 
would know what the com- 
pensation packages entail. 

Stephenson said the cur- 
rent board must address 
how local government oper- 
ates. 

“We're not even part-time 
employees and we're get- 
ting all of the same full-ben- 
efit which just seems to be 
pretty extreme for the 
amount of time that we put 
in as commissioners,” 
Stephenson said. “We’re 
trying to change how this 
works in government and 
we need to start addressing 
that. This isn’t a full time 
position.” 

Stephenson’s proposal 
failed by a 4-to-2 vote of the 
board. 

Capping the cost would 
have saved the county 
$60,000 at a time when offi- 
cials are tapping into the 
county’s fund balance to 
cover operating cost. 

“It’s trying times and 
we're trying to set an exam- 
ple on how we need to 


change,” Stephenson said. 
“If somebody has a better 
idea, throw it out there.” 

County commissioners 
agreed to cut their pay in 
half when County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
was hired in 1998. 

Pay for the board mem- 
bers has crept back up over 
the years. 

“It was a pretty lucrative 
position a long time ago,” 
said County Commissioner 
Terry Beardslee. 

Compo was directed to 
gather information regard- 
ing board benefits from 
counties with similar tax- 
able incomes, 

“This could effect every- 
one of you and could effect 
a different board,’ Compo 
said. 

Compo said only repre- 
sentatives from labor unions 
have checked on the pay 
county commissioners 
receive in the past. 

The information will be 
presented to the county’s 
ways and means committee, 
which oversees financial 
matters. The next ways and 
means committee is sched- 
uled for 3:30 p.m. on 
Thursday, Nov. 3.

The Grayling State 
Savings Bank was incorpo- 
rated on Aug. 21, 1931 with

To the editor: 

As a urologist practicing in Grayling, lam 
gravely concerned by the new recommenda- 
tions of the U.S. Preventive Services Task 
Force (USPSTF) against prostate-specific 
antigen (PSA) testing. These recommenda- 
tions do a great disservice to men around the 
country, particularly those with a higher risk 
of the disease, (i.c. African men, those with 
a family history of the disease, those who are 
underinsured and those who live in rural 
areas with limited healthcare access). 

The decision to be tested for prostate can- 
cer is an individual decision that men should 
discuss with their physicians; there is no sin- 
gle standard that applies to all men, nor 
should there be. No one can dispute that the 
PSA test has limitations, but when used and 
interpreted appropriately, the test provides 
valuable information in the diagnosis, pre- 
treatinent staging, risk assessment and mon- 
itormg of prostate cancer patients. The 
American Urological Association recom- 
mends that the best decisions regarding 
prostate cancer testing comes from individ- 
ualized discussions between a man and his 
urologist. It would be barbaric to universal- 
ly dismiss the PSA test before a suitable 
alternative to prostate cancer diagnosis is 
available. There are many men in this com- 
munity, not to mention my own father, who 
would tell you that a PSA test saved their 
life.

October and November 
dangerous months for 
deer/vehicle crashes 


Two of the most danger- 


ous months in Michigan for 


deer/vehicle crashes are 
October and November. 
Vehicle/deer crashes can 
cause more than just dam- 
age to the vehicle. The 
55,867 crashes last year 
resulted in 1,277 injuries 
and J1 deaths. 


According to the 
Michigan State Police 
Criminal Justice 


Information Center, there 
were 55,867 deer/vehicle 
crashes in 2010, down trom 
the 61,486 crashes reported 
in 2009. However, officials 
note that many crashes also 
go unreported, so actual 


crash numbers are“ muchy 


higher. 
In 2010, Kent County 
once again topped the 


state’s counties in the num- 
ber of car-deer crashes with 
1,976 crashes. The remain- 
ing top nine were Oakland 
(1,836), Jackson (4,779), 
CaJhoun (1,618), Lapeer 
(1,321), Montcalm (1,319), 
Genesee (1,295), Clinton 
(1,267), Sanilac (1,275) and 
Eaton (1,220).

All motorists should 
‘think deer’ whenever they 
are behind the wheel, and 
drive defensively, as if a 
deer can appear at any 
moment, because they can! 

“{t is important to stay in 
your lane and don’t swerve 
when you sec a deer. Most 
injuries and deaths occur 
when motorists veer to 
avoid the deer,’ said 
Michigan Deer Crash 
Coalition Chair — Lori 
Conarton, who represents 
the Insurance Institute of 
Michigan. “And all 
motorists should remember 
to always fasten their safety 
belts. Safety belts often 
make the difference in sur- 
viving a serious crash.” 

The MDCC says 
motorists can help avoid 
dangerous encounters with 
deer by heeding the follow- 
ing tips: 

Watch for deer especially 
at dawn and dusk. 

If you see one deer, 
approach cautiously, as 
there may be more out of 
sight. 

Deer often travel single 
file, so if you see one cross 
a road, chances are more 
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are nearby wailing to cross, 
too. When startled by an 
approaching vehicle, they 
can panic and dart out from 
any direction without warn- 
ing. 

Be alert all year long, 
especially on two-lane 


roads. Watch for deer warn- 


ing signs, They are placed 
al) known deer-crossing 
areas and serve as a first 
alert that deer may be near. 

Slow down when travel- 
ing through deer-population 
areas. 

In 2010, eight of the 11 
fatal deer crashes involved 
motorcyclists. That is why 
the Michigan Deer Crash 
Coalition « has 
safely tips for 
clists. 

Motorcyclists should: 

Be alert for deer wheney- 
er they ride. Deer-vehicle 
crashes happen ins urban, 
suburban and rural areas. 

Slow down, Decreasing 
speed gives a motorcyclist 
more lime to spot an animal 
and react. 

Cover the brakes to 
reduce reaction time. 

Use high beam headlights 
and additional driving light 
when possible. 

If riding in a group, 
spread oul riders in a stag- 
gered formation. If one 
rider hits a deer, this will 
lessen the chance that other 
riders will be involved.

The public will hear a mes- 
sage indicating, “that this is 
atest.” The audio message 
will be the same for both 
radio, television and cable.

“In the past, when they 
have done these — tests 
statewide, if has caused a fot 
of panic to where it has 
overwhelmed 91] centers 
with calls,” Akers said.

Emergency Alert System is 
a public alert and warning 
system that enables the

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States to address the 
American public during 
extreme . emergencies.

Engineering for Camp 
Grayling credits the efforts 
of his staff and the soldiers 
who work and train at Camp 
Grayling for making this 
program successful. 

The Michigan Army 
National Guard’s 
(MIARNG) Camp Grayling 
Joint Maneuver Training 
Center encompasses over 
147,000 acres, making it the 
largest National Guard train- 
ing installation in the coun- 
try, Over the past two years, 
the installation’s sustainabil- 
ity and pollution prevention 
programs have contributed to 
the base’s standing as a 
regional and national envi- 
ronmental teader. 

Camp Grayling saves 
money and resources with 
strategic planning. An ongo- 
ing aggressive construction 
plan has meant that a number 
of old buildings and facilities 
on post have been decon- 
structed in the past two 
years. The installation has 
recovered and stored decon- 
struction materials like con- 
crete and block material to 
be crushed and reused in 
road material. Camp 
Grayling stores deconstruc- 
lion debris until a sufficient 
amount is accumulated to 
make contracted crushing 
cost effective, avoiding the 
costs of disposing of this 
material or purchasing new 
materials for road construc- 
tion. 

Stumps from clearing mis- 
sions are stockpiled until 
there is enough to justify a 
contract to have them tum- 
bled and chipped. The chips 
can be used in areas such as 
backslopes on road construc- 
tion projects and wherever 


topsoil might normally be 
spread to prevent erosion. 
Clean stumps can also be 
transported to the local alter- 
nalive energy plant and 
burned to produce energy. 

Camp Grayling’s 
Recycling Program serves 
the dual purposes of environ- 
mental stewardship and fis-_ 
cal responsibility, 
Recyclable materials are 
themselves viewed = as 
resources that can be re-uti- 
lized or re-sold; approaching 
recyclables in this way also 
results in costs associated 
with disposal, hauling and 
landfill fees. 

The sustainability pro- 
gram has strong ties with the 
local township recycling 
center, and has assisted with 
training and development of 
their recycling program. 

Camp Grayling also pro- 
vides educational opportuni- 
lics for area schools. Each 
year staff from the environ- 
mental office participates in 
Lake Saver Day, which fea- 
tures a number of demon- 
strations on pollution pre- 
vention and water conserva- 
tion to local fourth grade 
classes. The installation’s 
conservation club conducts 
hunter safety and conserva- 
tion classes and staff also 
helps conduct bike safety 
presentations for local 
schools. 

Camp Grayling staff also 
participates in the Adopt-a- 
Forest and Adopt-a-Highway 
programs as well]. This com- 
mitment to the community 
has helped to establish Camp 
Grayling and the MIARNG 
as a strong partner in the 
community and of the envi- 
ronment.
